Prior to the war, Canada was hardly known, even as a name, to the 
vast majority of the peoples of Europe, and those who recognized the name 


had but slight knowledge of the country To most of the world, Canada 
was one of the colonies which Britain had scattered here and there over 
the face of the clone but which was of little value and of still less importance 
fn world affairs 

In the war Canada made.a name for itself, and other’ nations were 
suddenly made to realize that.there had arisen in the western hemisphere 
a nation which already was helping to ‘write history in large and impres- 
sive charac and was destined to have a profound. effect upon interna- 
tional rele politfcal and economic...

Fall Ploughing Sod For Corn 


should Be Planned Soon As Possible 
After Renioval Of Hay Crop 

Sod land ta be put into corn next 
year, according to tests made at the 
experimental Farm, Ottawa, -should 
be ploughed as soon as possible after 
the. hay crop has, been removed. This 
is particularly recommended for 
weedy land, which shouid be worked 
trequently after the ploughing until 
late in October when it should again 
be ploughed and lett rough over win- 
ter. According to the report of 
Dominion  Tield Husbandman © for 
1927,-pmblished by the Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa,* this practice 
may not necessarily incredse the 
| yield of late fall over spring plough- 
,ing, but it lessen$ the work of weed 
eradication. While the second plough- 
ing may in the case of light soil be 
\ left until ‘spring when the weeas have 
| been pretty well controlled, it is much 
better, under all. conditions accord- 
ing to this report, in the case of clay 
| soil to do the second p! loughing in the
